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this winter than ever in the history 
ot the state. Not all of these people 
are wealthy people and able to live 
at the big hotels in the cities, for it 
is said that more than half of them 





will be looking for work the mo- 
ment they arrive in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Not only are automobile factories 
throughout the East laying off hun- 
dreds of workers, but other indus- 
tries are finding it necessary to cut 
down their working forces, and the 
result is that many of these people 
are starting west. 

Upland has had within her midst 
ever since the main line of the Pa- 
cific Electric was built a vast number 
of Mexican laborers. With the short- 
age of help becoming moer keen as 
the months rolled on and with the 
citrus acreage increasing from year 
to year, more Mexicans were brought 
in to do the orchard work. This has 
continued until today we are in a 
position where we don’t know what 
to do with the Mexican and his fam- 
ily, and we don’t know what to do 
without them, 

According to press dispatches men 
are being laid off throughout the East 
and a vast number of them are com- 
ing to California. Right here is our 
opportunity to change our class of 
labor from the Mexican to the Ameri- 
ican and thus get more efficiency 
into production of citrus fruits and 
at the same time improve the cit! 
zenship of the city. 

Under ordinary conditions it is the 
well-to-do who make the trip to Cali- 
fornia at this time of year, but those 
of moderate means throughout the 
East have been having prosperous 
times and have become possessed of 
an automobile or the necessary mon- 
ey for a railroad ticket and it is re- 
ported that many are arriving here 
in need of work. 


unemployed Hasterners work and re- 
tain the Mexican in the citrus or- 
chards and if the stream of Eastern- 
ers to California continues to flow 
as it is flowing today, by January 
Ist there will be enough white men 
needing jobs to take the places of 
the Mexicans, 

Along with this change must come 
the erection of more homes for these 
men, for they cannot live as does the 
Mexican. He must have better living 
conditions in order to become a use- 
ful citizen and it is up to us who are 
here today to build the foundation 
work for establishing these families 
within our midst. 

R. C, Harbison, editor of the San 
Bernardino Sun, just made a trip 
to Denver, and had opportunity to 





investigate west bound travel. Of 
the condition Editor Harbison says: 

“West bound travel is abnormally 
heavy—and it’s only November, All 
passenger trains headed in the direc- 
tion of California are in two or three 
sections, loaded to the guards, Den- 
ver hotel keepers say that the very 
large proportion of their transient 
guests are bound for California to 
spend the winter, and with the fields 
covered with snow and the lakes 
frozen over long before Thanksgiving, 
can you blame them? 

“There is also a feature of the 
west bound drift that may well give 
us pause. California is just now 
looked upon as a paradise, not only 
by the folks with money to spend 
and the disposition to enjoy it, but 
also by the thousands whom a sud- 
den’ letdown in industry has left 
without employment. Consequently 
there are literally tens of thousands 
of people who have the notion that 
jobs in California are as plentiful as 
votes for Harding in New York, and 
not a few of them with no great 
capital are headed this way expect- 
ing employment. The head of a big 
tire company in Akron, Ohio, said re- 
cently that there were 4000 suit 
cases down at the union station, 3000! 
of them checked for California. The 
Golden State cannot take care of all 
the unemployed in the land and give | 
them employment. The Outlook a 
couple of weeks since reported there 
were 400,000 people out of employ- 
ment in Detroit alone! Of course, it 
is the automobile industry that has 
been hit hardest; but there are 150,- 
000 employees of the garment fac- 
tories out of work in New York City, 
showing that it is by no means lim- 
ited to the motor car factories. It 
is no time to send word East that 
California has work for everybody. 
There are too many of him.”

Decision to establsh citrus centers 
in Redlands-Highland district and 
Ontario-Upland as soon as details of 
plans already outlined by the cit- 
rus committee can be completed, was 
decided at a meeting of the commit- 
tee in the farm bureau office Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

January 1 has been set as the ten 
tative date for opening the centers 
and every effort will be made to 
have everything in readiness at that 
time. 

M, M. Mertz of Alta Loma, chair- 
man of the citrus conimittee, presided 
at the meeting Saturday and others 
present were R. O. Price, Upland; 
W. F. Grow, Highland; H. A. Cher- 
rier, Redlands; B. H. Ormand and 
Dr. D, S. Fox of the farm bureau. 

The complete program for work 
of the year has not been made up, 
due to the desire of the committee 
to be certain of the demand for the 
establishment of centers before the 
work was decided upon, but a tenta- 
tive outline includes an interesting 
educational course besides demonstra- 
tion work and several trips about cit- 
rus districts. Another excursion will 
be to the university experiment sta- 
tion at Riverside. 

Mr, Mertz will have general charge

ization. At the establishment of the 
centers in January officials will pe 
elected and work begun at once on 
the year’s program.

The 
Rev. Greenlee of Etiwanda read’ a 
Psalm, and led in prayer, and the 
Rev. Stone after speaking of his 
friendship for Grandma and her won- 
derful personality, read the following 
account of her life written by her 
granddaughter, Mrs. H. W, Hawkin- 
son, with whom Mrs. Thompson was 
living at the time of her death: 

Grandma was born in Washington 
County, Pennsylvania, March 18th, 
1824, She was living during Monroe’s 
administration, the fourth president 
of the United Siates, during the visii 
of Lafayette after the Revolutionary 
War, when Bunker Hill monument 
was dedicated and when the first 
telegraphic message was sent. Her 
first sight of a railroad was when 
she was thirty and that was about 
the first one seen by any one. When 
a little girl she went to Pittsburgh 
in a wagon and her most vivid recol- 
lection was watching the farmers 
sampling rolls of butter at the free 
market by scraping off a bit from the 
top of each roll with a dollar and 
eating the sample. Germs were not 
in Grandma’s day. 

She was the eldest of six children 
and she survived all her brothers and 
| sisters but one. Theer was always 
a little rivalry between these two sis- 
ters to see which one had done the 
most work between letters. The last 
morning when she fell she had writ- 
ten to this sister in a strong, un- 
shaken hand a clear account of the 
morning’s jelly-making which she had 
helped to pour for Christmas pres- 
ents and that same morning she had 
planned for Thanksgiving Day and

You may recall that I wrote you 
in ’16 telling of the fine camps at 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and Cheyenne, 
Wy., Denver, Colo., Colorado Springs 
and other places, and urging Upland 
to get in on the ground floor while 
it was something new and a drawing 
card. At that time tourist, or rather 
camping tourist, as a good many 
make a distinction between tourist 
as those that put up at a hotel and 
campers. Those that put up like to 
think they are somewhat better than 
those that camp. However you wil) = 
find many that camp just as able to 
put up if they wished. We have seen 
many very wealthy people camping 
as a matter of choice.
